“With the enemy  break- 

through from the west and ‘an- 

other from the east, and with 

wedges pointing from both di- 

rections toward Berlin, the or- 

ganic structure of the German 
front has ceased. to exist.” 

Thus spoke Nazi Radio Commen- 
tator Max Krill, summing up the 
Germans’ plight as mighty Allied 
armies. rolled upon Berlin from two 
sides, threatening to split the Reich 
in half at that point, and Lt. Gen. 
George S, Patton’s forces already 
had cut the country in two for all 


. practical purposes by driving to the 


Czechoslovak border in the area of 
Delsnitz. 


With their western armies all but 
battered to pieces by General Hisen- 
hower’s U. S. and British drive 


ing wehrmacht, of rag-tag makeup 
at many points, suffered still other 
heavy blows as the Russians opened 
up their all-out assault on Berlin, 
and also launched another major of- 
fensive to the south in an effort to 
link up with American forces smash- 
ing eastward in Saxony, 

As the U. S. drives slowed up in 
the face of stiff last-ditch Nazi re- 
sistance along the Elbe river and 
the lengthening supply lines, the 
spotlight shifted to the eastern front, 
where the Russian steam-roller 
crunched forward in sharp fighting. 


Though the Russians threw 
their full weight against the 
Germans before Berlin, the go- 
ing remained hard through the 
strong and intricate defensive 
fortifications the Nazis had set 
up for such an assault, Moving 
behind massed artillery fire, the 
Russians were compelled to pick 
their way through a maze of 
piliboxes and bunkers, wilh their 
tanks encountering heavy ar- 
mored opposition when breaking 
into open areas.

The oft-disputed quéstion of the 
chain store was brought before 
Judge Walter C. Lindley in federal 
district court at Danville, l., with 
the government accusing the New 
York Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
company (the A. & P,) of being a 
repressive monopoly, and the firm 
asserting it is merely a highly ef- 
ficient organization passing savings 
to consumers, 

In presenting the government’s 
case, Prosecutor Horace Flurry 
charged that the A. & P.’s com- 
bined operations permitted it to un- 
derséll in certain aréas and drive 
out competition, and the volume of 
its business enabled it to put pres- 
sure on individual manufacturers for 
its benefit by threatening to with- 
draw its orders. 

Countering the government’s argu- 
ments, A. & P, attorney W. M. Ac- 
ton of Danville, Ill., challenged the 
prosecution to show when the com- 
pany. had never passed a saving to 
consumers. Declaring that A. & P. 
sought no monopoly, Acton said the 
courts have established “you can sell 
at any price you please—even give 
merchandise away—if it is not for 
the sole purpose of eliminating com- 
petition.”

At Low 


Standing at 519,929,000 pounds, to- 
tal stocks of beef, pork, lamb and 
mutton in cold storage on April 1 
were lowest on record for that date, 
while the government held. substan-

Some time after V-Day, when the | 
forces of the occupation are with- 
drawn and the world once more set- 
tles back to peace, the greatest in- 
ternational air transport system 
which was ever built will largely 
cease to be. That system, the Air 
Transport Command of the U. S. 
army, criss-crosses the western 
hemisphere from Nome in Alaska to 
Rio de Janeiro; from Iceland to 
Panama City. It stretches:eastward 
across the Atlantic, laces Europe 
and. Africa, reaches. India and then 
swings around the globe by way of 
Australia, through Honolulu to the 
Pacific ‘coast. 

Over the ATC’s more than a hun- 
dred and fifty landing fields, the 
American flag-now flies.. Big planes 
travel the routes at the rate of 51 
million miles a month, which is 
equal to 70 trips around.the world 
at the equator every 24 hours. 

From the flagpoles on most of 
those bases, the Stars and Stripes 
will be lowered after the world has 
returned to peace, And strange as 
it may seem, the thing that worries 
the friends of commercial aviation 
most is not so much whether Old 
‘Glory flies free over those bases, | 
as whether the air over them and 
the rest of the world is free to the 
extent that American planes will 
have access to those and other bases 
over the globe, 

We have achieved freedom of the 
seas. Why can't we have freedom 
of the air, too? 

I carried that ‘question right into 
the Pentagon building to the office 
of one of the AAF officers whose 
job includes worrying over that im- 
portant ‘question. He is William 
Mitchell, lieutenant colonel, United 
States army air force, assistant ex- 
ecutive to the assistant secretary of 
war for air.

Preliminary Agreements 


Made at Chicago Meeting 
Now, what did the Chicago confer- 
ence achieve? 
After considerable discussion in 


-which -there-weresharp differences 


of opinion, the conference prepared 
two multilateral agreements on 
commercial operations which, were 
separate from the main convention 
and which any country was free to 
sign if it wished. They are con- 
cerned with the ‘‘five freedoms of 
the air’ which will be taken up in 
detail in a later article, They are 
(1) the right to fly over a country 
(2) ‘the right''to land for. non-traffic 
purposes (3) the right to disembark 
passengers, mail and freight from 
the country’ of origin of the aircraft 
(4) the right to embark traffic for 
the country of origin and (5) the 
right to do business along the way. 

Because all of the countries were 
not prepared to accept all the free- 
doms, a choice was provided. One 
agreement offered, between the sig- 
natory countries, merely the first 
two freedoms, That is right to fly 
over the country and the right of 
non-traffic stop, which means per- 
mission to stop at an airport for 
refuelling and stich purposes, 

The other grants all five freedoms, 
but the fifth could be denied by any 
country on proper notice to other 


contracting countries, - 


At the time this is written the 
‘‘hwo-Freedoms” agreement has 
been signed (but not definitely ac- 
cepted) by 34 countries, accepted by 
four (including thé United Statés, 
Canada, the Netherlands and Nor- 
way); 

The “Five Freedoms” agreement 
has béen signed but not definitely 
’ accepted by 22 countries; definitely 
accepted by two, including the Neth- 
erlands (withotit the fifth freedom) 
atid the United States.

OKINAWA. —Since this island is the closest to Japan we've 
Janded on and since we seem to feel this really is Japan, 
rather than just some far outpost, I’ll try to describe to you 


what it looks like.

Actually it doesn't look a great, 
deal different from most of Amer- 
ica. Infactitlooks 
much more like

The kids are ctite as kids are all 
over the world, I've noticed ma- 
rines reaching out and tousling their 
hair as they marched past them. 
We're rounding up all the civilians 
and putting them in camps. They 
aré puzzled by it all. 

Most of the farm families mst 
have got out when our heavy bormiz 
bardrierits Statted. Lots of farm 
housés have either been demolished 
or burned to the ground before we 
tame. Often, in passing a wrecked 
farmboiise. you smell the sickening 
odor of death insidé, 

Bit there are always people who 
won't ledvé tio matter what. We 
couldn't help feeling sorry for the 
Okinawangs we picked up in the first 
few days. We fotirid two who spoke 
a little English, They had oxide lived 
in Hawaii. One was an oid man 
who had 4 son (Hawaifan-Japanese) 
sotiewhere in thé Ameériéan army! 

They were all shocked fron the 
botnbardment and yet I think rather 
stiipid. too, so that when they talked 
they didn’t make much setisé. 

T don’t believe they had any idea 
of what it Was all about, Ag one 
tadrifie officer said, “The poor devs 
fis. I'll bat théy think this is the 
end of the world.” 

They were obviously scared to 
death, On Love-Day the inarines 
fotind sary of therm hidiig from. tis 
iti caves, They fourid two old wor- 
én, 45: Or 3 ré; fit a Cave, carinz 
for a paralyzed gitl She wasii't 
woiindéd, just paralyzed from fat 
tiral eatises. One of the old ladies 
had a small, dirty sack with somé 
money in it. When the marines 
fourid Hér shé cried and tried té give 
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them the money—hoping I suppose 
that she could buy herself off from 
being executed. 

After all thesprapaganda they’ve 
been fed about our tortures, it’s go- 
ing to be a befuddled bunch of Oki- 
nawaris when they discover . we 
brought right along with us, as part 
of the intricate invasion plan, enough 
supplies to feed them, too! 

La s. . 

During our first afternoon on Oki- 
nawa my group of marines went 
about a mile and a half inland, Our 
vehicles were not ashore yet, so we 
had to pack on our backs everything 
we had, 

Personally, I was overladen as 
usual, I had two canteens, a mu- 
sette bag, a blanket rolled up in a 
poncho, three rubber life preserv- 
ers, a shovel, and assorted knives, 
first aid kits, etc. Furthermore, I 
had on two pairs of pants, was car- 
rying two jackets, and it was hotter 
than hell. 

Anyhow, we finally got where we 
were going, We stopped on a hill- 
side, threw down our gear, connect- 
ed our phones to wires on the 
ground, and were ready for busi- 
ness. That is, the others were. Me, 
I lay down on the grass and rested 
for an hour.

To Go to Sleep 

After that we began getting ready 
for the night. We figured the Japs 
would bomb us all night, that their 
artillery would soon start up from 
the. hills, and that when it got dark, 
some slinky infiltrators would start 
infiltration. 

So we dug foxholes. The slope 
was so steep I chose a nice depres- 
sion at the foot of a small embank- 
ment that didn’t require much dig- 
ging. 

Now we come to the life preserv- 
ers. You may have wondered why 
I was carrying three lifebelts on dry 
land. Well, I knéw what I was do- 
ing all right. 

I just blew up my three life pre- 
servers, spread them in the foxhole 
and I had the nicest improvised Sim- 
mons you ever saw. We finally got 
onto that trick after a few invasions 
in Europe and I slept all last sum- 
mer in France comfortably on three 
blown-up preservers, 

Everybody who wasn’t on guard 
at the edge of our Little camp, or 
who wasn't standing duty at the field 
telephones went to bed, for in Jap 
country you don't move around at 
night unless you have to. 

Going to bed was merely a figure 
of speech for everybody except me, 
I seemed to be the only oné who 
had brought a blanket and I def- 
initely was the only one who had 
nice soft life preseivers to sleep on, 


The others slept on the ground in 
their foxholes with their porchos 
wrapped arotind them. A poricho is 
wind and waterproof, but it has no 
warmth. In fact, it seems to draw 
all the warmth out of your body and 
transmit it into the air. 

The day had been hot, but the 
night got mighty cold. And a very 
heavy dew came gradually, soaking 
everything. All the others practi- 
cally froze atid got very little sleep. 
But for orice in my life, I was warm 
as a bug. 

But I didii’t sleep t66 much. 
Thére’s always a flaw somewhere. 
My fiaw was the mosquitces. I’ve 
never been so tortured by mdsqui- 
tées as that first night on Okinawa, 

They were ee They Were 
est mosqiitdes ve aver assbclated 
with, They were so noisy that when 
I pulled the blanket overt the side 
of my face and covered my éars 
tight I éould still hear ther. 

I doused my face twiee with the 
mosquito répellant which the ma- 
rinés had issuéd, but it did no good 
whatever, It wag ii o'clock before 
I finally got asleep, At 2 a. tt. T 
awakenéd ard knew something was 
wrong, What was wrong was my 
facé, 

My upper lip was swollen so that 
I thought I had a pigéon egg undér 
if. My nosé was sé swollen the skin 
was strétchéd tight over it. And my 
jeft éyé Was néarly shut. 

Those tiosqiiitdes really put a 
scaré into me, Fof they say Oki 
fiawa i8 rialarial and I certainly got 
enough mosquito vetiom that night | 
{6 mialariaize half of Calitoritiia. So 
bright and early, I started taking 
atabrine for the first time in my lite.
